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U.S.  TRADE  IN  POULTRY  PRODUCTS  IN  FISCAL  1975 


Summary 

The  value  of  exports  of  poultry  and  poultry  products 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1975,  totaled  $127.8  mil- 
lion, 6  percent  less  than  in  fiscal  year  1974,  but  38  percent 
larger  than  in  fiscal  year  1973.  (All  years  in  this  circular 
are  fiscal,  ending  June  30.)  The  1975  export  value  con- 
sisted of  59  percent  poultry  meat,  23  percent  eggs  and  egg 
products,  and  18  percent  live  poultry.  Broilers  (including 
parts)  continued  to  be  the  most  important  single  item,  with 
an  export  value  of  $43.5  million  in  1975,  or  34  percent  of 
total  poultry  exports. 

Most  of  the  1974  decrease  was  in  the  value  of  poultry 
meat,  which  was  12.5  percent  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  This  was  due  largely  to  the  decline  in  turkey  meat 
exports,  down  35  percent  in  quantity  and  30  percent  in 
value.  The  average  export  price  was  about  4  cents  per 
pound  above  the  1974  average.  On  the  other  hand,  broiler 
meat  exports  were  up  10  percent  in  quantity  but  down  5 
percent  in  value,  with  average  export  prices  down  a  little 
over  5V2  cents  per  pound.  The  export  value  of  eggs  and  egg 
products  increased  by  almost  10  percent,  largely  as  a  result 
of  an  increase  in  exports  of  shell  eggs  for  consumption. 
Prices  were  about  the  same  as  for  the  pervious  year. 

The  largest  regional  market  for  U.S.  poultry  was  North 
America  (Canada,  Central  America,  and  the  Caribbean) 
with  40  percent  of  1975  total  sales;  Asia  and  Oceania 
ranked  second  with  32  percent;  and  Europe  was  third  with 
21  percent.  Of  all  sales  to  Europe,  83  percent  were  to  the 
European  Community.  The  only  region  in  which  the  value 
of  1975  sales  was  larger  than  in  1974  was  Asia  and 
Oceania,  up  32  percent.  This  contrasts  with  a  decline  of  26 
percent  in  Europe  and  3  percent  in  North  America. 

Poultry  Meat 

Broiler  meat  exports  in  1975  reached  121.4  million 
pounds,  10  percent  greater  than  in  1974.  The  export  value, 


however,  was  down  5  percent  because  of  a  decrease  in  av- 
erage export  value  from  41.5  to  35.8  cents  per  pound. 
Around  80  percent  of  all  broiler  exports  consisted  of  parts. 
The  largest  parts  market  in  1975  was  in  Asia,  principally 
Japan,  Hong  Kong,  and  Singapore.  The  second  largest 
market  was  the  Caribbean  countries.  Exports  to  Asia- 
Oceania  and  North  America  (including  the  Carribbean)  ac- 
counted for  96  percent  of  all  chicken  parts  export  in  1975. 

Turkey  exports  declined  from  53,6  million  pounds  in 
1974  to  35  million  in  1975,  a  35  percent  drop.  Average 
export  values,  however,  increased  from  around  55  to  59 
cents  per  pound  so  the  export  value  declined  only  30  per- 
cent. About  77  percent  of  the  value  of  all  turkey  exports 
consisted  of  parts.  Europe  (mostly  the  EC)  was  the  princi- 
pal market  for  U.S.  turkey  meat  with  79  percent  of  exports 
in  1975.  Italy  alone  imported  almost  27  percent  of  all  U.S. 
whole  turkey  exports,  while  Germany  imported  almost  62 
percent  of  all  U.S.  turkey  parts  exports. 

Other  Poultry  Products 

The  value  of  shell  eggs  exports  in  1975  reached  $21.3 
million,  up  13.5  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Hatching 
eggs  made  up  75  percent  of  the  total  value.  The  greatest 
increase,  however,  was  in  eggs  not  for  hatching,  up  79 
percent  compared  with  a  1  percent  increase  in  the  export 
value  of  hatching  eggs.  Canada  continued  to  be  the  largest 
market  for  U.S.  eggs  in  1975,  taking  41  percent  of  the 
exports  of  hatching  eggs  and  57  percent  of  those  not  for 
hatching. 

Imports 

The  value  of  all  poultry  and  poultry  product  imports  de- 
clined from  $11.7  million  in  1974  to  $8.9  million  in  1975, 
a  24  percent  drop,  but  still  larger  than  in  1973  or  the 
1968-72  average.  The  principal  imports  were  shell  eggs 


and  live  pountry,  making  up  55  percent  and  34  percent 
respectively  of  the  total  value  of  all  imports.  Around  88 
percent  of  the  eggs  and  98  percent  of  the  live  poultry  came 
from  Canada. 

Outlook 

The  export  value  of  U.S.  poultry  and  poultry  products  is 
likely  to  increase  from  $128  million  in  1975  to  around 


$135  million  in  1976.  The  increases  in  U.S.  production  of 
broilers,  turkeys,  and  eggs  will  probably  be  accompanied 
by  increased  domestic  demand  and  higher  prices,  largely 
as  a  result  of  higher  pork  prices.  Export  quantities  are  ex- 
pected to  continue  at  about  the  same  level,  or  increase 
slightly.  Export  prices  and  consequently  export  value  are 
expected  to  be  up  some  3  to  5  percent  in  1976.
